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INTRODUCTION — 


The purpose of this manual is to provide a complete description of 
the normal liturgical practice used at the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Rosemont, Pennsylvania. The manual is divided into 5 major parts, each 
of which begins with a divider tab in the notebook. 


Parts I - IV deal with the Mass, the heart and soul of our 
worship here at Good Shepherd, and employ a decimal type numbering 
system for their various sections. The key to understanding the 
grouping is in the numbering system which works as follows: 


The Ist number indicates the major category of the description in 
_the section. Section numbers beginning with 1.1 (Part I). 

describe the basic Solemn High Mass liturgy. Section 
numbers beginning with 1.2 - 1.9 (Part II) describe the 
principal variations on the Solemn High Mass. They do not 
give complete descriptions, only the points where the 
liturgy differs from the standard form. Section numbers 
beginning with 2. (Part III) describe the various Special 
Liturgies of the church year. Part IV provides a descrip- 
tion of Low Mass (section numbers beginning with 3.) and 
some general notes (section numbers beginning with jt or 
higher). 

The 2nd number (in Parts I, II, and IV) indicates either the 
primary service description (1) or some variant thereof. All 
instructions related to the same variant will bear the same 
number in this second position. [All descriptions related to 
a Festal High Mass, for instance, bear the number (3) in 
this position.] An (X) in this position indicates that the 
material relates to Masses in general rather than to a par- 
ticular service. In the section on Special Liturgies (Part 
HII) this number refers to a particular liturgy. 

The 3rd number indicates the part of the liturgy which is being 
described. It will be noted that these numbers run from (1) 
to (18) with the number (7) omitted in Part I of the manual. 
This is intentional because a number of special rites such as 
Baptism or Confirmation may be inserted at this point in the 
service. All instructions related to the same part of the 
service will bear the same number in this third position. 
[All descriptions of the Kyrie - Collect of the Day, for 
instance, bear the number (4). in this position.] An (X) in 
this position indicates that the material relates to the Mass 
in general rather than to particular sections thereof. 


Part V of the manual describes certain non-eucharistic services 


which may occur with some frequency. No numbering system is used 
for the sections in this part of the manual. 
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THE PREPARATION 


The MC of the Day should arrive about one-half hour before the 
start of the Mass. The Subdeacon and Thurifer should arrive not less 
than twenty minutes before the start of the Mass. All other acolytes 
should arrive about fifteen (and not less than ten) minutes before the 
start of the Mass. 

All acolytes vest in cassock and surplice (with the medal if they 
are full members of the guild) except the Subdeacon who vests in 
cassock (without medal), amice, alb, cincture, tunicle, and maniple. In 
the event that there is a procession, the maniple may not be put on 
until later in the service. Those acolytes who have preparation duties 
outside the sacristy (such as the Thurifer, lst Server & 2nd Server) 
should not put on their surplices until they have finished these tasks. 

About fifteen minutes before the start of Mass the Thurifer should 
light the coals for the thurible. These need to be "red hot" by the 
time the Mass begins. About ten minutes before the start of the Mass 
the lst Server & 2nd Server should light the candles on the High Altar 
and any others (such as the pavement lights) which are used in certain 
seasons. : 

During this time period the MC will need to make sure that all 
scheduled acolytes (or their substitutes) are present. If necessary, he 
will make substitutions at this time. ) 

From about ten minutes before the start of the Mass all conver- 
sation in the sacristy should be kept to a minimum (i.e. only that which 
bears on the upcoming service in some way). At approximately five 
minutes before the start of the Mass all acolytes should be present in 
the sacristy for the Preparation Prayers. The Subdeacon stands to the 
left of the Celebrant at the vesting table during these prayers and the 
Deacon stands to the right of the Celebrant. The other acolytes gather 
in a semi-circle around the room in no particular arrangement, although 
it is usual for the MC to be near the 3 Sacred Ministers. 

When the prayers in the sacristy are over all proceed into the 
cloister and form up for a final preparatory prayer with the choir. At 
this time the Crucifer takes the processional cross with him and the Ist 
and 2nd Servers pick up their lighted torches as they leave the 
sacristy. 


N.B. - As of the Fall of 1987 it is our custom to 
schedule only one Torchbearer for most Solemn High Masses. 
The Crucifer sits in choir with the Torchbearer and serves 
as his or her partner during the Offertory and subsequent 
portions of the Mass... All references, therefore, to 
Torchbearers, in the text of the following sections of this 
manual, should be understood to refer to the scheduled 
Torchbearer and the Crucifer acting as Torchbearer. 
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SECTION 1.1.2 THE ENTRANCE RITE 


. The Thurifer leads the entrance procession from the cloister into 
the front of the nave, followed by the Crucifer, then the lst and'2nd 
Servers side by side with torches, then the choir. After the choir 
comes the Torchbearer, (any clergy who will be sitting in choir), then 
the MC, Subdeacon, Deacon, and lastly the Celebrant. 

The Thurifer enters the sanctuary, moves to the Epistle side, and 
stands in front of the sedilia. The Crucifer turns left in front of the 
altar rail, places the processional cross in its holder, and waits for the 
choir to takes their places in the stalls. The Ist and 2nd Servers enter 
the sanctuary, split, and take positions at either end of the steps in 
front of the altar, still facing eastward and still holding their torches. 
After the choir have taken their places, the Torchbearer and Crucifer: 
then take their own places in the choir stalls. The MC enters the 
sanctuary and stands slightly to the left of the lst Server. The 
Subdeacon goes to a place slightly to the left of center at the steps; 
the Deacon moves to just left of the MC; and the Celebrant goes to the 
center. 

After the MC’s signal, all genuflect on the Celebrant’s lead except 
the Ist and 2nd Servers, who crouch during the genuflection and place 
their torches at the corners of the altar steps (on the first step), after 
which they immediately move around to the sides of the steps and stand 
in front of their respective kneeling cushions. 

This position directly in front of the cushion is the proper 

place for them to stand at any time in the service unless ee. 
‘they are actively engaged in the performance of some other es y 
duty or for some other reason need to be in another posi- 

tion (i.e. when the Ist Server must relinquish his place to 

the Thurifer). They should never be standing in front of 

their seats unless they are waiting for the MC to signal for 

them to sit down. . 

Incense will then be put on at the foot of the steps with the 
Deacon and the MC assisting’ the Celebrant. The Subdeacon should turn 
toward the center as this is done but should remain in his place.

ECTION 1.1.3 CENSING —- SUMMARY OF THE LAW 


After the incense has been blessed, while the MC takes the boat 
to the credence table, the Thurifer takes the thurible around to the 
Epistle side of the altar and immediately ascends the first two steps 
while the 3 Sacred Ministers ascend the front steps in a row and the 
Celebrant kisses the altar. | 

The Thurifer hands the thurible to the Deacon, who hands it to 
the Celebrant, and the altar is censed. The Thurifer now takes the list 
Server’s regular position while the lst Server moves over toward the 
credence table. The Deacon and Subdeacon hold the edges of the 
Celebrant’s chasuble during the censing of the altar. While the 
Celebrant is censing the crucifix the lst Server ascends the steps, 
takes the missal stand and descends again, standing near the credence 
table facing the congregation. After the 3 Sacred Ministers cense the 
Epistle side of the altar and pass the center to cense the Gospel side, 
the Ist Server ascends the steps and replaces the missal stand as it 
was before. He then descends the steps and again stands near the 
credence table until the Deacon has censed the Celebrant. 

After the altar has been censed the Deacon takes the thurible and 
goes to the foot of the side steps on the Epistle side to cense the 
Celebrant, who will remain near the Epistle horn so as to be already in 
position for the start of the liturgy. The Subdeacon meanwhile will 
descend the altar steps and go directly to his position at the foot of 
the front steps on the Epistle side (flared position). The Thurifer takes 
the thurible from the Deacon and exits (genuflecting at the center on 
his way out). The Deacon takes his place in the flared position on the 
step below the Celebrant. At the end of the opening hymn the MC 
ascends the side steps to point the altar book for the Celebrant. 

The MC should be in this position (at the top of the steps 
beside the altar) whenever the Celebrant is facing eastward 
at the Epistle horn. He should descend to his position next 
to the Ist Server whenever the Celebrant moves to the 
center or turns’ to face the congregation. 

The Celebrant reads the Opening Acclamation and Collect for 
Purity, then (turning to face the congregation) the Summary of the Law, 
from the flared position. The MC (after pointing the book for the 
Collect for Purity) descends the side steps and stands to the right of 
the lst Server.

At the end of the sermon the Deacon returns from the pulpit to 
just inside the rood screen. All stand at the MC’s signal and the Nicene 
Creed is sung. Acolytes sitting in choir should turn and face eastward 
with the choir. At the incarnatus all genuflect except the lst and 2nd 
Servers who will kneel on their cushions. The Deacon then leads the 


. Prayers of the People. All remain standing. 


If the Celebrant is the preacher, he should return to the 
sedilia after the sermon and the Deacon should go to the 
rood screen near the end of the Creed to lead the Prayers 
of the People. If a guest preacher (sitting in choir) is 
preaching, he (or she) should return to his (or her) place 
in choir after the sermon and the Deacon should go to the 
rood screen near the end of the Creed to lead the Prayers 
of the People. 

At the end of the Prayers of the People the Torchbearers should 
go out through the sacristy, light and pick up their torches, and 
proceed to the door from the cloister into the church. They should wait 
_there until the. Absolution has been given. During the Exchange of the 
‘Peace they proceed to the rear of the church to lead the Serene 
Procession forward.

While the choir sings (usually) an offertory anthem, and the 
Deacon prepares the altar, the Torchbearers lead a procession of 2 
element bearers and 2 to 4 ushers (who will take up the collection) 
forward from the rear of the church. The ushers will stop at the first 
pew while the element bearers continue into the chancel. The element 
bearers will wait at the opening of the altar rail while the Torchbearers 
take their positions at the shields on the inner kneeling cushions. | 

While the Deacon prepares the altar the Celebrant, the Subdeacon, 
and the MC turn to face the altar rail. The Celebrant receives the 
ciborium from the element bearers and the Subdeacon receives the wine 
cruet. They now go up to the top step with the Subdeacon moving 
around to the right of the Deacon. The MC follows them, going up to 
the next-to-the-top step near the Epistle horn. Meanwhile, the 1st 
Server takes the wine and water cruets from the credence table and 
a ascends the steps at the Epistle side of the altar.

SECTION 1.1.18 


CLEAN-UP RESPONSIBILITIES 


The first thing to remember about clean-up is that no one should 
leave without being excused by the MC of the Day. If an evening 
service is scheduled later in the same day, all acolytes should check 
with the Sacristan as to any special needs (such as things not to be 
removed which normally would be). Otherwise, normal clean-up 
responsibilities are as follows: 


The MC is in charge of seeing that all clean-up responsi- 
bilities are fulfilled. He will normally be the last to leave 
and will assist the Celebrant in moving the Blessed 
Sacrament if that is to be done. He should also be pre- 
pared to assist with the ablutions of the sacred vessels. . 


The Subdeacon is excused from clean-up after the ablutiqns 


have been done. This is a Good Shepherd tradition in 


recognition of the status of having attained to this office. 


The Thurifer is responsible for the clean-up of his own 
materials. This includes getting the boat from the credence 
table and replacing it in the working sacristy.

The Mass of the Dead is used for funerals and other commem~ 
orations of the departed. It may be celebrated in various forms’ ranging 
from Low Mass to Pontifical Mass. Herein are described general features 


which apply to this service in its various forms. Specific directions 


related to our Monthly Requiem will be found in section 3.4.X of this 
manual, 

The usual colour of the vestments and altar frontal for Requiems 
at the Church of the Good Shepherd is black. 

The Gloria in excelsis, Gloria Patri, and Creed are not used in this 
service. The Dies Irae sequence should be used on All Souls Day and at 
funeral Masses. 

The water is not blessed at the Offertory and when incense is‘ 
used only the oblations, altar, and Celebrant are censed. 

If a bishop celebrates a Requiem Mass, the crozier is not useds 

During the Agnus Dei the response is "Grant them rest" twice and 
"Grant them rest everlasting" the third time. 

There is no blessing at the end of the Mass. Instead, the versicle 
"May they rest in peace." and the response "Amen" are used. | 

If the Absolution of the Dead is given, the Celebrant should 
exchange his chasuble for a black cope beforehand. Holy Water must be 


at hand, and incense is put on again for this ceremony. / 
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SECTION 1.5.x PONTIFICAL HIGH MASS 


When a Bishop is present for a High Mass there are certain 
special rules which serve to honor his presence and authority. He is 
normally attended by at least one (and up to three) lay or clerical 
attendant(s) each known as a Bishop’s Chaplain whose principal function 
is to hold the Bishop’s crozier and mitre when necessary. The Bishop 
normally occupies the Bishop’s Throne whenever he is seated. If the 
Diocesan Bishop is the Celebrant of the Mass, a seventh candle is placed 
behind the cross on the High Altar. 

The Bishop always gives the Absolution and the Blessing. The 
Pontifical form, with versicles and responses before the actual Blessing, 
is customarily used in this case.

‘The liturgy for the administration of Holy Baptism is found on 
page 299 of the BCP with rubrics on page 298 and pages 312 - 314. 
Herein will be described only those aspects of the liturgy which are 
concerned with the particulars of our ritual at Good Shepherd. 

After the Sermon the Ist and 2nd Servers pick up their torches, 
the Crucifer picks up the processional cross, and these acolytes proceed 
down the center aisle to the crossing followed by the MC and the 3 
sacred Ministers. The candidates and sponsors follow them to the 
crossing. The Crucifer stands a little behind the crossing facing east, 
flanked by the lst and 2nd Servers. The Deacon stands to the 
Celebrant’s right, the Subdeacon to his left. 

The candidates for baptism are presented and examined according 
to the form in the Book of Common Prayer (pp. 301 - 303). All join in 
the Baptismal Covenant. The Celebrant continues with the Prayers for 
the Candidates (BCP, p. 305). 
| All participants now move to the Baptistry, led by the Crucifer 
who remains just outside the Baptistry doorway. The lst and 2nd 
Servers stand just inside the Baptistry facing each other. The 3, 
Sacred Ministers gather at the far side of the font flanked by the 
family and sponsors. The MC usually pours the water from the ewer 
into the font. The Celebrant now continues with the blessing of ,the 
font. He then baptizes the candidates, (anoints with~chrism) and says 
the collect following. 

All now return to the crossing led by the Crucifer and Ist and 
2nd Servers (who now position themselves a little ahead of the 
crossing). The Celebrant then invites the coneresnuou to welcome the 
newly baptized. 

The Peace may now be exchanged after which all clergy and 

- acolytes return to the sanctuary and the service continues with the 
Offertory Sentence. Alternatively, all clergy and acolytes may return to 
the sanctuary after the welcoming of the newly baptized members and 

the service may continue with the Prayers of the People. 


N.B. - It is possible that the Celebrant of the Mass may not 
be the Officiant at the Baptism. In such an event the term 
Celebrant in the above instructions should be understood to 
mean the Officiant at the Baptism. Also, the Prayers for the 
Candidates may be led by another member of the clergy or 

laity rather than the Officiant.

The liturgy for Ash Wednesday is found in the Book of Common 
Prayer on pages 264 - 269. 

There is no opening censing, no Collect for Purity, no Summary of 
the Law, no Kyrie, and no Gloria.

THE LIGHTING OF THE PASCHAL CANDLE 
The great service of the Easter Vigtl begins wtth the blessing of the new 
ftre at the door of the Church, or wtthin the Church porch. The ftre ts struck 


(from a flint), and coals are ktdled from it. Wear at hand should be the vessel 
containing the ftve grains of tncense whtch will be set tn the Paschal candle.

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THE PROCESSION OF LIGHT: 

At this point all lights in the church (if any have been on) are 
extinguished. The Thurifer comes forward, and the Celebrant, assisted 
as usual by the Deacon, puts on and blesses incense. The procession 
forms and goes up the center aisle in the following order: first the 


- Thurifer with incense burning, then the Deacon carrying the Paschal 


Candle, then the MC, the Subdeacon, and the Celebrant, followed by the 
Ist and 2nd Servers all carrying lighted candles. (The Celebrant and 
Subdeacon carry large handcandles.) As the procession moves forward, 
the lst and 2nd Servers light the handcandles of members of the 


congregation. 


When the procession has moved some little distance from the table, 
all halt; the Thurifer turns to face the Deacon. The Deacon raises the 
Paschal Candle high and sings, on a comparatively low note "The light 
of Christ;" and all except the Ist and 2nd Servers genuflect and .

All participants now proceed into the Baptistry. The Deacon 
stands to the Celebrant’s right, the Subdeacon to his left. The Ist and 
2nd Servers stand just inside the baptistry facing each other. The 
Celebrant now begins the blessing of the font. At the appropriate point 
the Celebrant breathes on the water thrice and then, assisted by the 
Deacon, lowers the Paschal Candle into the water thrice, each time a 
little deeper. After the third dipping, the Deacon holds the Paschal 
Candle (now at the bottom of the font) while the Celebrant, bréathing 
thrice more on the water continues with the prayer. The Celebrant then

HOLY BAPTISM AND THE PEACE: 

The Celebrant then baptizes the candidates and says the collect 
following.

(The 3 Sacred 
Ministers, acolytes, families, and sponsors may now move back to the 
crossing, if desired.) The Celebrant invites the congregation to welcome 
the newly baptized. Taking the aspersorium he sprinkles all present 
with the newly blessed water.

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On this day (which we observe on the Sunday following Trinity 
Sunday) Solemn High Mass is conducted as usual until the Ablutions. 
The vessels are cleansed as usual, but the corporal is left on the altar, 
as is the burse. During the Ablutions the monstrance and Benediction 
candles should be placed on the altar. After the Post-Communion prayer 
the MC should remove the missal stand from the altar and the lst and 
2nd Servers should light the Benediction candles. 

The 3 Sacred Ministers go to the sedilia, where they remove their 
maniples and the Celebrant exchanges the chasuble for a cope. (If a 
priest other than the Celebrant of the Mass is to Officiate at .

basket in an appropriate place and returns to the credence table. He 
now takes in his right hand the water cruet, in his left the lavabo bowl, 
and with the towel over his left forearm he goes back to the Epistle 
horn of the altar, where he washes the Celebrant’s hands by pouring a 
little water over his fingers extended over the bowl. When the 
Celebrant has replaced the towel the Server again makes the customary 
reverence (a-very slight bow), then goes back to the credence table and 
replaces the cruet, bowl, and towel thereon. | 

The Server now goes to the opening at the rail, moves the 
cushion to the center and closes the rail, making sure it is securely 
fastened. This may be omitted if there are only four persons or fewer 
who will be recejving communion at the rail. The Server then goes to 
his usual place on the Epistle side, where he remains throughout the 


Great Thanksgiving. He makes all the responses, kneeling to ring the 


tf 


small bell gently three times at “Holy, holy, holy," and once, again 
gently, just before the consecration. After the consecration of the host, 
he rings the small bell gently once with one hand and simultaneously | 
the tower bell with the other, as the Celebrant elevates the host. After 
the consecration of the wine, he again rings the small bell gently once 
with one hand and simultaneously the tower bell with the other, as the 
Celebrant elevates the chalice. The Server should not attempt to sign 
himself before, during or after this action. As the Celebrant begins to 
make his communion, the Server rings the small bell once, gently. He 


then kneels, facing the Celebrant, on the footpace to receive. When he 


has communicated (if he is not administering the chalice) he remains on 
the Epistle side facing across, so as not to turn his back on the Blessed 
Sacrament. If he is to administer the chalice, he stands, genuflects with 
the Celebrant, and takes up the chalice and purificator. 
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“After the cme person has eomuiuntisated the Server getiene to the 


| ‘Epistle side of the altar, placing the chalice thereon (if he has béen 
administering it), and genuflects | with the Celebrant. He now goes to 
the credence table and takes the cruets, this time by their handles, 
with the wine in his right hand and the water in his left hand. He 
goes to the Celebrant. and pours into the chalice (which the Celebrant 
will hold out to him) a small quantity of wine. He waits until the 
Celebrant comes back to him, and then pours into the chalice, over the 
Celebrant’s fingers, first a small quantity of wine and then a. larger _ 
quantity of water. In some cases, it is possible that the Celebrant will 
. prefer only water at the Ablutions, but the actions are essen tially the 
same. After replacing the cruets on the credence table, the Server ° 
reopens the altar rail, replacing the cushion to one side.

It is normally held in the Crypt Chapel (St. Joseph of Arimathea). 

The normal aspects of a Requiem Mass apply to this service with 
the exception of those portions which pertain only to a funeral (e.g. the 


ot Absolution of the Body). 


@in the Crypt Chapel the following special provisions apply: 

' 1. The missal stand remains on the Epistle side of the altar due 
to the rather poor lighting on the Gospel side. 

| 2. Communion is distributed standing due to the lack of a rail. 

| 3. Since the Blessed Sacrament is not reserved in the Crypt 

Chapel, there are no genuflections except during the time

4.X.2 ENTRANCE (& OTHER PROCESSIONS) 

During any procession (including simple Entrances and Exits) 
| spacing should be about as follows: the Thurifer should be eight feet in 
fo front of the Crucifer, with four feet between the Crucifer and the ist 
| and 2nd Servers. MC’s should have eight feet spacing in front of 

| themselves. All others should be spaced at intervals of about six feet. 
oe ee As a rule, if two Perea’ acolytes are out of step the one in front 
Rae ee i should slow down. 


4.X.3 CENSINGS ; 
| ~~ Subdeacons should hold the cope or chasuble by the edge so as 
” to facilitate, not impede, the Celebrants’s arm movement while censing. 
- MC’s should be alert to cue Ist Servers (if necessary) to move the 
book at the appropriate time. 


4.X.6 GOSPEL PROCESSION 
| After incense has been put on at the sedilia and the incense boat 
rae returned to the credence table, the MC should move to the foot of the 
oreo altar steps on the Epistle side and wait there until the Deacon arrives 
at the center. He can then signal the genuflection from a position 
which is visible to the Deacon and Subdeacon. 

The SD should give a slight nod at the name of Jesus when 
_holding the book for the Gospel reading. The Thurifer may make the 
traditional triple sign of the cross after he passes the thurible to the 
Deacon. 
a _ During the chanting of the Gospel, the Thurifer should hold the 
OB thurible as far around behind himself as is practicable in order to _ 
oe minimize the amount of smoke drifting toward the celebrant or the front 
pew. 
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4.X.10 OFFERTORY | | 

When the ist Server hands cruets to the Subdeacon (or to’ 
whomever), if it is not practical to hand them directly, then the Ist 
Server should at least place the cruets within reach of the intended 
recipient while in eye contact. | | 

When the Deacon is censed by the Thurifer, the MC should stand 
back out of harm’s way. 

The ist Server should not do the lavabo until the Deacon has 
been censed. 

-Torchbearers for the offertory should remember not to enter the 
church during the Confession and Absolution but wait until they hear 
the Celebrant proclaim the Peace. If the Torchbearers adopt the custom 
of exchanging the Peace between themselves before entering (as many 
already do) this will be easy to remember. | : 


4.X.14 DISTRIBUTION OF HOLY COMMUNION 

Subdeacons should become familiar with the various sentences for 
administration of Holy Communion as found on page 338 of the BCP. Use 
the form which corresponds to the form used by the Celebrant. 


4.X.15 ABLUTIONS ; 

The placement of articles on the credence table during the 
ablutions should be as follows: the incense boat should be in the rear 
off of the tray, and everything else except the chalices should. be eee 
placed on the tray (including extra cruets and the ciborium). The. ‘Cos 
chalices should be on the left side of the credence table to the front a 
and rear respectively. 7 

It is recommended that when returning to their choir stalls after 
the distribution of communion the Thurifer and Torchbearer allow the 
Crucifer to take the outermost seat so as to be able to exit easily at the 
appropriate time. ; 


4.X.17 EXIT . 

The Subdeacon at Solemn Mass and the MC during the Summer 
Mass should be prepared to lead the final prayers in the sacristy if all 
of the clergy have gone to greet the congregation following the service. 
| Acolytes should become familiar with traditional Anglo-Catholic 
Post-Communion devotions so that they can participate in them. 
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This section of the Good Shepherd Liturgical Manual will function 
as a sort of bulletin board for all members of the Corps of Acolytes. It 
will contain notes concerning particular points of liturgy which have 
been recently modified and to which all acolytes should pay special 
attention. If a note relates only to a particular acolyte’s duties that 
will be clear from the context and content of that particular note, but 
all persons should read and take heed to all of the notes. 

A paragraph numbering system (similar to the general numbering 
system of the manual) is used in this section. In numbered paragraphs 
the Ist number will always be a 5 (corresponding to the Section 
number); the 2nd number will indicate the style of liturgy to which the 
note refers (X = General, 1 = Solemn, 2 = Sung, 3 = Festal, etc.) 
according to the same pattern as the section numbers in Parts I & II of 
the manual; and the 3rd number will indicate the portion of the liturgy 
to which the note refers according to the same pattern as Part I of the 
manual (with an X indicating general application). 

Unlike most sections of the manual this section will consist of an 
ongoing set of bulletins rather than a fixed text which is periodically 
revised. New bulletins may be issued at any time and each will bear a 
volume number as well as a date of issue. Unlike other sections of the 
manual all of the bulletins should be retained in this section in / 
numerical/chronological order following this introductory page (which 
should also be retained). 


PLEASE NOTE: . 

Liturgical changes will henceforth be described first in a Recent 
Changes Bulletin and will later be incorporated into revised text in the 
manual as time permits. Therefore, it is imperative that all acolytes pay 
special attention to recent bulletins and review them frequently. 
Instructions found in one of these bulletins supercede those found in 
the regular sections of the manual to which they relate. Likewise, if a 
further change is made, instructions found in a later bulletin would 
supercede those in an earlier bulletin dealing with the same subject 
matter. 


N.B. - As these bulletins will contain material which 
supercedes the contents of certain regular sections of the 
manual (at the time of issue) you may wish to mark the 
related sections in your copy of the manual with a note 
such as [See Section 5.X.X, Bulletin #1] until such time as 
the revised pages of the manual are issued. This will serve 
as a reminder if you are reviewing a portion of the manual 
that there is a later change noted in this section. By 
noting this section number and the correct bulletin number 
you will know exactly where to turn for the current 
information. 
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5.X.6 GOSPEL PROCESSION 

Upon returning from the Gospel Procession the ist and ond 
Servers should split directly to their respective corners of the altar 
steps as soon as they get inside the altar rail. They will then wait 
there until the Subdeacon and MC genuflect, during which action they 
will put their torches down in unison, then ‘proceed to their seats and 
sit at the MC’s signal. y 


5.X.10 OFFERTORY CENSING 

After censing the Deacon (or after receiving the thurible from the 
MC at a Sung Mass) the Thurifer is to proceed to the center of the 
sanctuary just inside the altar rail, turn (without genuflecting) to face 
the MC and cense the Epistle side acolytes (center, left, right). He 
should then turn (again without genuflecting) to face the Gospel side.of | 
the sanctuary and cense those acolytes in like manner. He will then 
genuflect and proceed directly to a position just inside the rood screen. 
Without any further genuflections he will cense from this position: first 
any clergy in choir (two doubles each), then the Epistle side of the 
choir (center, left, right) [just one double if only the organist], then 
the Gospel side of the choir (center, left, right). He will then make one 
more genuflection toward the altar, turn as he rises, and cense the 
congregation (center, left, right). After this he will return to the 
sanctuary, genuflect in the center, and move to the Epistle side as 
usual. 


5.2.3 SUNG MASS - ALTAR CENSINGS 

During Sung Masses the Celebrant censes the altar without 
attendants. He then passes the thurible to the MC who censes him and 
then hands the thurible to the Thurifer. [This change has already been 
incorporated into Section 1.2.X (Revised 7/6/87) and is reprinted here 
only as a reminder.] This applies only to Sung Masses, not to. Solemn @ 
Masses. 


¥ 
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5.1.2 ENTRANCE 

During the Entrance Procession the Deacon will carry the Gospel 
book into the church. He will ascend the altar steps and place it upon 
the High Altar, then join the Celebrant and Subdeacon at the foot of the 
altar steps. The 3 Sacred Ministers along with the other acolytes and 
choir will then genuflect as usual. 


5.1.3 CENSING 
During the censing of the High Altar the 3 Sacred Ministers will 
genuflect rather than bow each time they pass the center of the altar. 


5.1.4 COLLECT OF THE DAY 

Immediately after the Collect of the Day the MC will move the * . 
missal stand to the Gospel side of the High Altar. He will then go to his 
seat and all of the acolytes will sit in unison on his signal. 

5.1.5 THE EPISTLE AND AFTER | 

Upon leaving the sanctuary for the reading of the Epistle, after 
genuflecting to the Blessed Sacrament, the Subdeacon will turn toward 
the Celebrant and exchange a slight bow with him. / 

As the Subdeacon returns to the sanctuary after reading the 
Epistle, the Thurifer enters behind him and the Deacon meets the 
Subdeacon at the foot of the altar steps. These three genuflect in 
unison. The Subdeacon then remains in place while the Deacon ascends 
the altar steps for the Gospel book and the Thurifer proceeds to the 
sedilia for the incense. 


5.1.6 GOSPEL PROCESSION 
The Gospel Procession takes place as usual, except that upon 
returning to the sanctuary with the Gospel book the Subdeacon will 
: proceed to the sedilia and present the book for the Celebrant to kiss. 
The Subdeacon will then replace the Gospel book on the High Altar as 
| usual and all acolytes will take their seats. 
If the Celebrant is to preach he will go to the pulpit at this 
time rather than following the Gospel Procession. 


5.1.10 OFFERTORY 

After the Offertory Sentence and genuflection while the Deacon 
begins the preparation of the altar the Celebrant goes to the sedilia and 
the Subdeacon alone receives the elements from the element bearers. 
The Subdeacon takes the elements to the Deacon at the High Altar and 
assists him in preparing them. At the appropriate time the Subdeacon 
holds the water cruet toward the Celebrant at the sedilia for a blessing. 
When the elements have been prepared the Subdeacon moves around to 
the Deacon’s left and the Celebrant will then ascend the altar steps. We 
will then continue as usual with receiving the offering and censing the 
altar. 

Please remember that during the censing of the High Altar 

oe 4 the 3 Sacred Ministers will genuflect rather than bow each 
a time they pass. the center of the altar. 
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5.1.12 EUCHARISTIC PRAYER | | 7 

During the Words of Institution the Deacon and Subdeacon will 
remain standing with the Celebrant and Bemuscct with him whenever the . 
Celebrant genuflects. 

After the Words of Institution the Thurifer will remain kneeling in 
the sanctuary, but will do no further censings. 


5.1.13 AGNUS DEI 
At the MC’s signal the Thurifer and Torchbearers will leave at the 
same time and the 2nd Server will close the altar rail as usual. 
Please note that the Prayer of Humble Access does not come 
until after the Agnus Deli. 
5.1.15 ABLUTIONS 
The Deacon, having already abluted his chalice, should end up at 
the Celebrant’s left at the High Altar. The Subdeacon, having consumed 
any remaining wine, gives his chalice to the Celebrant to ablute. ' The 
Subdeacon performs the traditional final lavabo over the chalice for the 
Celebrant. All other vessels except this chalice having been removed to 
the credence table, the Subdeacon takes the chalice veil and descends 
to the bottom of the altar steps at the center. At the same time, the 
Deacon takes the missal stand and descends one step in the center. 
The Deacon and Subdeacon should arrive in the center at the same time. a, 
The Deacon then ascends to the Epistle horn and replaces the missal i 
stand as it was at the beginning of the service. The Subdeacon 
ascends to the left of the Celebrant and places the chalice veil on the 
altar. When the Deacon has finished replacing the missal stand at the 
Epistle horn he steps down one step, and the Celebrant moves over to 
stand in front of the altar book. The Subdeacon should now move into © 
the center position vacated by the Celebrant. 


5.1.16 POST-COMMUNION 
| The Subdeacon vests the enalies as the Celebrant begins the Post- 
Communion Prayer. When finished the Subdeacon nods to the MC then 
descends the altar steps carrying the vested chalice. The MC meets the 
Subdeacon directly behind the Deacon and takes the vested chalice from 
there to the credence table. The Subdeacon remains in place behind the 
Celebrant and Deacon. | 
Please note that this action must be completed in less time 
than it takes to say the Post-Communion Prayer. 
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5.1.3 OPENING CENSING : 

At most Solemn High Masses we will have a chanted Introit. 
Incense will be put on as usual during the opening hymn, but the High 
Altar will be censed during the Introit. When the Introit is used the 
Opening Acclamation is customarily omitted and the service continues 
with the Collect for Purity. On those occasions when there is no Introit 
we will continue to cense the High Altar during the opening hymn. All 
of the reverences by the 3 Sacred Ministers during the censing of the 
High Altar should be genuflections rather than bows. 


5.3.3 - This means that on those occasions when we have .a 
procession we will cense the High Altar during the Introit 
after we return from the procession and there will be no 
need to cense during the Gloria at any service. 
5.1.4 KYRIE - COLLECT OF THE DAY 
Please note that section 1.1.4 (paragraph 2) of the manual states 
that, at the end of the Gloria in excelsis the Deacon and Subdeacon are 
to assume the split position "as the Celebrant turns to face the 
congregation." We would like this to be a consistent rule so that the 
entire motion of the Celebrant turning and the Deacon and Subdeacon 
moving apart takes place simultaneously. Also, as the 3 Sacred, 
Ministers move from the split position back to the Collect position, the 


Subdeacon should begin moving first, then the Celebrant, and lastly the 


Deacon so that all 3 Sacred Ministers arrive in unison. 

After the Collect of the Day the Subdeacon moves directly from 
his position to the sedilia. The Celebrant descends the side altar steps 
and proceeds to the sedilia. The Deacon descends the front altar steps, 
pausing to let the Celebrant pass him, and then goes to his place at the 
sedilia. All 3 Sacred Ministers remain standing at the sedilia until the 
MC has moved the missal stand and returned to his place, then all sit in 
unison on the MC’s signal. 


5.X.5 AFTER THE EPISTLE , 

As soon as the Subdeacon (or at a Sung Mass the MC) says "The 
Word of the Lord" and the congregation replies "Thanks be to God" the 
Thurifer immediately enters the sanctuary, genuflecting as he enters, 
and proceeds to the sedilia. The MC gets the boat from the credence 
table and stands on the Celebrant’s left (i.e. at the Subdeacon’s 
position) while incense is put on and blessed. At the appropriate time 
the MC bids the blessing of the incense with the words "Bless, Reverend 
Father". When this is done the MC returns the boat to the credence 


table as the Thurifer proceeds to his next position outside the altar rail. 


Meanwhile the Deacon meets the returning Subdeacon at the center 
at the foot of the altar steps where they genuflect together. The 
Subdeacon then remains at the foot of the altar steps while the Deacon 
gets the Gospel book, goes to the Celebrant for a blessing, etc. 
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5.X.6 GOSPEL PROCESSION 

The Gospel Procession takes place as usual. On those occasions 
when we have an Opening Procession the Gospel Procession also becomes 
more elaborate, going all the way to the middle of the nave. At the end 
of the Gospel the Subdeacon (or at a Sung Mass the MC) takes the 
Gospel book to the Celebrant for a kiss then replaces it on one of the | 
lower shelves below the credence table, not on the High Altar. 


5.1. 10 AT THE OFFERTORY 

We are returning to the practice of having the MC receive the 
elements from the element bearers. This will permit the Subdeacon to’ 
take the vested chalice from the credence table to the Deacon at the 
High Altar. The extra chalice will remain on the credence table at this 
time. The Subdeacon will then receive the ciborium and cruet from the 
MC and place them on the altar before the Deacon. The MC, after giving | 
the elements to the Subdeacon, goes to the credence table, gets the boat 
and takes it to the sedilia. The lst Server brings the other wine‘ cruet 
and the water cruet to the Subdeacon as usual. The Thurifer enters as 
soon as the element bearers leave and goes to the sedilia where incense 
is now put on and blessed by the Celebrant who should remain séated. 
At least one cruet of wine will normally remain on the High Altar to be 
consecrated. When all is prepared the Subdeacon moves around to the 
Gospel side of the altar at which time the Celebrant rises. The Deacon 
and Celebrant bow slightly to each other and the Celebrant then 
ascends the front altar steps and Mass continues as usual with the > 
receiving the people’s alms and censing of the altar. 

After the High Altar and the 3 Sacred Ministers have been censed, 
the Thurifer goes to the center of the sanctuary, turns to face the MC, 
and censes the MC with one double while the Ist Server is performing 
the lavabo for the Celebrant. The Thurifer then turns to the Gospel 
side and censes the 2nd Server and Torchbearer as usual (center, left, 
right). He now turns back to the Epistle side and censes the ist 
Server and Torchbearer in the same manner. He then genuflects and 
proceeds with the rest of his censings as usual. 


5.1.11 AT THE SURSUM CORDA | 

- As the Celebrant turns back to face the altar the Subdeacon 
immediately begins to ascend the altar steps. The Deacon joins in the 
ascent as the Subdeacon comes even with him and both arrive at the 
top at the same time. : 


5-1.13 AT THE AGNUS DEI 

During the Agnus Dei, on the MC’s signal, the Thurifer, and 
Torchbearers rise in unison and exit. The MC rises with them and goes 
to the credence table. He now takes the extra chalice up to the High 
Altar and hands it to the Deacon who places it before the Celebrant. 
The MC then returns to his regular kneeling position. 
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The service of Evensong is a wonderful Anglican tradition faith- 
fully preserved at the Church of the Good Shepherd. It can take 
various forms which will be described here in order of decreasing 
complexity. It is usually followed by the service of Benediction of the 
Blessed Sacrament. , | 


SOLEMN EVENSONG: | 

This is the fullest liturgical form of this service and is usually 
reserved for the most important occasions. It involves essentially the 
same complement of personnel as a Solemn High Mass as follows: 
Officiant, Deacon, Subdeacon, MC, Thurifer, Ist and 2nd Servers, 
Crucifer, and two Torchbearers. If a procession is involved, two 
Bannerbearers may also be included. Before the service the MC should 
make sure that the Bible on the lectern is marked with the appropriate 
passages and that the Angelus bell is turned off. If Benediction is 
scheduled after Evensong, he should be sure a veiled monstrance is on 
the credence table, Benediction candles are on the altar, and the 
humeral veil is on the Bishop’s Throne. He should also make sure the 
key is in the Tabernacle! About ten minutes before the service begins 
the Ist and 2nd Servers should light the six altar candles and any 
other candles which are to be used except the Benediction candles. The 
candlelighters should then be left in the corners of the sanctuary to be 
used to light the Benediction candles at a later point in the service. 

The 3 Sacred Ministers vest in cope, dalmatic, and tunicle 
respectively. The participants enter in procession as usual (but without 
incense). The order is as follows: Crucifer, followed by the Ist and 2nd 
Servers, the choir, then the Torchbearers, (Bannerbearers), Thurifer, 
MC, Subdeacon, Deacon, and Officiant. After the MC’s signal for the 
genuflection, the Officiant, Deacon, and Subdeacon move to the sedilia; 
the two Servers stand in front of their cushions; the Crucifer stands in 
front of the chair to the right of the bishop’s throne; the Thurifer and 
Torchbearers take their places in the choir; and the MC stands to the 
right of the Ist Server. All remain in these positions through the 
Opening Sentence, Preces, and Responses. All then sit for the Psalm 
(usually chanted by the choir) and the First Lesson (which will usually 
be read by a lector from the congregation or the MC if the reader fails 


to appear). 


After the lesson (as the choir begins the Magnificat), the Thurifer 
enters, genuflects, and moves to the sedilia. The Thurifer hands the 
boat to the Deacon, who holds it while the Officiant puts on incense. 
The Deacon asks for a blessing ("Bless, Reverend Father"). The 
Officiant, the Deacon, the Subdeacon and the MC, move to the center and 
genuflect at the foot of the altar steps on the MC’s signal. The 3 
Sacred Ministers now ascend to the top of the steps. As they do this 
the MC puts the Boat on the credence table and the Thurifer moves 

round to the right of the lst Server and ascends the altar steps from 
the side. The Thurifer hands the thurible to the Deacon who passes it 
to the Officiant. The altar is censed as usual. The Deacon then hands 
the thurible to the MC. The 3 Sacred Ministers now descend the steps 
from the front, turn, genuflect, and return to the sedilia. 


| 
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The MC moves in front of ‘ie sedilia (standing at the edge of the 
carpet). The MC censes the Officiant (three doubles), Deacon (two 
doubles), and the Subdeacon (one double). The MC then passes the 
thurible to the Thurifer who censes the others in the sanctuary, chancel | 
and nave as at the Offertory in a Solemn Mass. The Second Lesson is 
then read by the Subdeacon, who goes to the lectern after the Thurifer _ 
returns from censing the congregation (or after the first half of the © 
Gloria Patri, whichever comes later). The Thurifer must remember to — 
stop, face the altar, and bow during the first half of the Gloria Patri_ 
should it occur (as it sometimes will) before the end of the censings. 
During the second half of the Gloria Patri he resumes censing right 
where he left off. 

- At the start of the Apostles’ Creed, the Ist and ond Servers move 
around to the front of the altar steps, pick up their torches in unison, 
and move toward each other to meet in the center. Turning toward the 
sedilia, the lst Server hesitates just long enough to allow the 2nd 
Server to move alongside. They move together to the sedilia; the ist | 
Server stands in front of the Deacon, the 2nd Server in front of the 
Subdeacon; they turn and face each other for the rest of the Creed. _ 7

and then move to the corners to set their torches down before 
returning to their places at the sides of the altar steps.

| If Evensong is to be followed by Benediction, the 1st ‘Sad: 
2nd Servers get their candle lighters from the corners 
where they, had been placed earlier and light the —| 
Benediction candles during the hymn which follows the 
Sermon. (The tapers should be lit from the altar candles. ) 
When they have finished lighting the Benediction candles, ar i 
the Ist and 2nd Servers return the candle lighters to the _ = 
corners. The MC moves the Monstrance from the credence _ 
table to the altar. As the hymn concludes, the Officiant, - 
Deacon, Subdeacon, and MC move to the center at the foot — 
of the altar steps. The Thurifer enters and all genuflect on 
the MC’s signal. The service of Benediction of the Blessed. 
Sacrament: is followed from this point onward. . 
If there is no Benediction, the service may concludes with : a final 
hymn and the usual exit Pees: 
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PONTIFICAL EVENSONG: 

In the event that a Bishop is @easidine at this service, he, would 
sit at the Bishop’s Throne and would bless the incense (the MC and 
Thurifer kneeling as this is done). He may be attended by a Bishop’s 
Chaplain if desired. If the Bishop is also the Officiant everything else 
is basically the same with the Bishop meeting the Deacon and Subdeacon 
at the foot of the altar steps before the censing of the altar. He would 
be censed at the Throne by the MC before the Deacon and Subdeacon 
are censed at the sedilia. If the Bishop is not the Officiant, the altar is 
censed as usual and then the Bishop is censed (three. doubles) at the 
Throne. The 3 Sacred Ministers are then censed as veuet at the sedilia, 
but the Officiant receives only two doubles. 


SERENE EVENSONG: 

This is the usual and customary form of Choral Evensong used at 
the Church of the Good Shepherd. It is very similar to the Solemn 
_ Evensong; but without the Deacon and Subdeacon. 

For this service an Attendant, vested in cassock and surplice, re-_ 
places the Subdeacon. (This person will, as a rule, be listed on the 
schedule as a Subdeacon, but the proper term is Attendant since there 
is no Deacon.) This acolyte performs all of the same functions as the 
Subdeacon in a Solemn Evensong. 

As there is no Deacon, the MC walks, aianiie, sits (in the sedilia), 
and kneels immediately to the right of the Officiant. He performs all of 
the actions attributed to the Deacon as well as those usually done by 

AL the MC (except censing the Officiant, et al). The Thurifer takes the

fone ead This is a much less liturgical form of Evensong. It involves only 
dca the officiating clergy and (usually) three acolytes: a Crucifer and ist 
and 2nd Servers. The acolytes enter as usual and sit in the sanctuary. 
The officiating clergy sit in choir stalls. Incense is not used nor is a 
cope worn, the usual attire for the officiating clergy being surplice and 
stole with tippet (and hood) or some variant thereof. This service can 
be done with only a Crucifer (who would then sit in choir, not in the 
sanctuary) or without any acolytes at all. 


LOW EVENSONG: | 

This is the form used for daily evening prayer in the Lady Chapel 
or at the end of a typical quiet day. Any singing that is done is 
unaccompanied and no acolytes are involved.

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a ' STATIONS 'OF THE CROSS _- 7 \ 


The devotional service known as the Stations of the Cross occurs 
mainly in Lent. It consists primarily of a series of meditations, usually 
led by a priest, while. going from one station to the next around the 
church. It is essentially a non-liturgical service and the following 
usage should be understood to be the local custom as it has evolved at 
the Church of the Good Shepherd. The service is often followed by a 
relatively simple form of Benediction of the. Blessed Sacrament. 

The officiating priest enters the nave of the church from the 
cloister preceded by a Crucifer and two servers. These acolytes take 
up a position about halfway between the rood screen and the first pew, 
in the center of the church, standing in a staight line from left to right 
with the Crucifer in the center. The officiating priest kneels at the - 
steps in front of the rood screen and leads the opening prayers. 

After the opening prayers the Crucifer leads the way to the first 
station and stands about six feet to the left thereof. The two servers 
flank the station with their torches. The officiating priest stands a few 
feet from the station and leads the meditation at the station. This is 
the general arrangement of the participants at every station. The 
congregation follow the officiating priest and acolytes around the church 
as best they may. After every station a verse of the hymn "Stabat 
Mater" is usually sung while the Crucifer leads the way to the next 
station and the others follow. ‘ 

After the 14th station the officiating priest and acolytes return to 
the positions they occupied during the opening prayers and a. 
concluding devotion is read. All then exit or move into position for 
some other service such as Benediction. 
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—— The service of Benediction of the Blessed Saepament is one of the: ee 

special treasures of the Anglo-Catholic tradition which Good Shepherd oO 

exemplifies. | It can take several forms in order to be accommodated to 

different liturgical settings. Herein will be explained first the full form | 

of Solemn Benediction (which generally occurs only on the highest 

feasts, such as Candlemas or Corpus Christi), then the various other 

forms of Benediction in descending order of complexity.

SOLEMN BENEDICTION: 
The full complement of Sacked: Ministers and seiviee for a Solemn 4 

High Mass are used for this service. If Bannerbearers are present they | 

can be used as additional Torchbearers during Benediction.

As the Officiant kneels at 
the end of the Collect the MC places the humeral veil around the 
3 Officiant’s shoulders and assists him in fastening the clasp. The MC 
‘then kneels” in his place again. The Officiant now ascends the altar 
steps and takes the monstrance in both hands with the humeral veil, 

As the ‘Officiant makes the sign of the cross over the people with the F 

monstrance, the lst Server rings both the handbells and the tower bell 

_ thrice, and the Thurifer censes the Blessed Pacha with three : 
doubles : as at the consecration in the Mass. 
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When the Officiant has replaced the monstrance on the altar, he 
descends the altar steps and again kneels in the center. The MC now 
removes the humeral veil, folds it, and replaces it on the Bishop’s 
Throne. He returns to his kneeling position and the Divine Praises are 
said responsively. After the Divine Praises the Deacon ascends the altar 
steps and reposes the Blessed Sacrament in the tabernacle. The Ist 
Server rings the handbells as at the beginning of the service when the 
Blessed Sacrament is placed into the tabernacle. The Thurifer now exits 
and a final hymn or Psalm is sung by all. The exit procession is as 
usual after a Solemn High Mass. 


PONTIFICAL BENEDICTION: 

If a Bishop is presiding at this service, he blesses the incense 
(the MC and Thurifer kneeling as this is done). When the Bishop is the 
Officiant, it is customary for him to make the sign of the cross with the 
monstrance three times. 


SERENE BENEDICTION: bo 

This is the form of Benediction which will occur at the end of a 
typical Evensong in the church. 

For this form of the service, the Officiant is vested in a cope as 
above, but there is no Deacon or Subdeacon. The MC in this form of 
the service kneels at the Officiant’s right and the Thurifer kneels to 
the right of the MC. Another acolyte known as the Attendant (but 
usually listed on a schedule as Subdeacon for the sake of convenience) 
kneels at the Officiants’s left. The MC takes the Deacon’s role in 
passing the thurible to the Officiant. The Attendant gets and replaces 
the humeral veil. There are no Torchbearers. The Officiant generally 
exposes and reposes the Blessed Sacrament himself. All other actions 
are as above. 


SIMPLE BENEDICTION: 

This is the form of Benediction which would be used after Stations 
of the Cross. 

Generally the Officiant is assisted by only 3 acolytes in this form 
of the service. These are a Thurifer (who is usually the acting MC, as 
well), and lst and 2nd Servers. The ist and 2nd Servers kneel on 
their respective cushions, as usual, and the Thurifer kneels to the right 
of the Officiant on the bottom step. The Officiant (vested in cope) 
exposes and reposes the Blessed Sacrament himself. The Thurifer hands 
the thurible directly to the Officiant at the appropriate times. The Ist 
Server rings the bells as above. The 2nd Server is responsible for 
getting and removing the humeral veil. Only the Officiant and Thurifer 
bow before and after the censings. All make the bow during the first 
verse of Tantem ergo. All other actions are as usual. 
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LOW BENEDICTION: a 
‘. This is. the simplest ten of Benediction iiah would be likely to _ 
occur. It is the form which this service would normally take at the end F 
of a quiet day or as part of a Holy Hour. This form of the service is 
customarily used in the Lady Chapel. 
“e This usage generally involves only two acolytes, a Thurifer and ; a 
Server, and can be done with one acolyte if necessary. The Officiant . 
vests as usual in a cope. The Thurifer kneels, in this case, on the - 
Officiant’s left to leave room for the Server on the Officiant’s right. All 
actions related to putting on of incense and censing are as usual, but 
with all making the censing bows. The Server must take care of the 
humeral veil (usually placed over the Epistle side of the altar rail in the 
Lady Chapel) as well as the bells. 

If only one acolyte is present, he: barforme the duties of Betis. the 
Thurifer and the Server, kneeling at the Officiant’s right. The ringing 
of the tower bells must be omitted in this case, but a reasonable degree 
of dexterity will permit one to ring the handbells at the same time that 
one is censing the Blessed Sacrament.

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ADVENT FESTIVAL OF LESSONS AND CAROLS 


This is a relatively non-liturgical service. It involves only four 
acolytes as follows: an MC, lst and 2nd Servers, and a Crucifer.: If 
incense is used in the entrance procession, the MC can double as 
Thurifer for this part of the service. 

The entrance procession may start from the rear of the church 
(most likely the tower door) and proceed into the chancel slowly while 
the choir sings a hymn, anthem, or responsory. The Crucifer leads the 
procession (unless the MC leads carrying the thurible) and is followed 
by the Ist and 2nd Servers carrying lighted torches. Then comes the 
choir followed by the MC (unless he led the procession) and finally the 
clergy. The acolytes proceed into the sanctuary in the usual fashion. 
The clergy take places in choir. 

After the usual opening genuflection the lst and 2nd Servers 
place their torches as usual and all acolytes sit at the MC’s signal. A 
~ _ series of interspersed hymns, anthems, and readings follows. The 
go ele” readers will be selected members of the congregation and the clergy. 
ey Generally none of the acolytes will need to read a lesson unless asked 
to in advance. 

| After the last lesson an offering will usually be taken and 
received. One or more of the clergy may come up to the sanctuary at 
this time to receive the offering at’the altar. The final responsory, 
collect, and blessing may then be led from the sanctuary. 

All exit in the usual manner. 
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. Liturgically speaking this is one of ‘the mallee services of the | 
year.

Just in front of the altar steps: on the Epistle side of the 7
